When a case was called in its order upon 

the docket of this Court, and a motion was 
made to dismiss it on the gronnd that the 
bill of exceptions bad not been certified 
and signed within thirty days after the 
nm was made at chambers; and no rea- 
son given in the certificate of the Judge 
why it was not signed and certified within 
the thirty days as provided by the Code, 
and this Const Gisthissed the writ of error 
on tees Enea and ordered the Judean 
of the Court below to be affirmed. On the 
next morning atter the writ of error was 
dismissed, and before the minutes of the 
Court had been read and approved by the 
Court, the counsel for the plaintiff in error 
made a motion to have the judgmentof the 
Court dismissing the writ of error and af- 
firming the judgment of the Court below set 
aside and the case reinstated on the docket, 
and that a mendamus nisi be issued by this 
Court tothe presidin gJudge, te show cause 
why he should not state tm his certificate 
the reason why he did not sign and certify 
the bill of exceptions within the thirty 
days. The motion for a mandamus was in 
writing, and the truth of the facts stated 
therein was verified by the oath of one of
